Seek Cancellation’ 
Of ‘Alien Papers 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.—Depu- 
ty United States: District Court’ Clerk 
John A. Séhaertzer, who confesses 
that his is an almost unpronounce- 
able name, admitted yesterday that 
when Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Alma Meyers filed before him 
seven cancellations of American cit- 
izenship, for aliens who admitted they 
had been @audulently naturalized, 
Schaertzer “threw up the sponge.” 

Those whose citizenship Miss Mey- 
ers seeks to cancel, because of ir- 
regularities reported to her, follow: 

Aristodemus Gregorin Mersidos, 
alias Aris Messides. Messides was 
naturalized at Martinez, April 4, 
1921, on the ground he was an hon- 
orably discharged soldier. The next 
name that got Schaertzer’s “goat,” 
was Charalampos Spiropulos, alias 
Harry Spiros, alias Harry Speros. 
He also was assumed to be an hon- 
orably discharged soldier and was 
naturflized in the San Francisco Su- 
perior Court, May 10, 1919. 

Next in order was William Ange- 
lis, alias Vasilfos Georgiou Angelis, 
assumedly an honorably discharged 
soldier, and naturalized in the San 
Francisco Superior Court, August 2, 
1921. 

Others whose citizenship the gov- 
ernment hopes to revoke’ because 
they are alleged to have been ob- 
tained fraudulently are: Steve, Mat- 
tencii, aliad Stefano Matteucci, ‘Peter 
‘Palavos, Paul Ernest Wolf, and Ar- 
istotle Giannotes

-, GRAFTING HUMAN HEADS | 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Society in London, surgeohs cut off 
the heads of two beetles and -exchang- 
ed them. Both beetles recovered and 
went on living,.though not exactly as 
usual, One hfd been wiale!and the 
other female. The change of heads 
resulted in so great a transformation 
of body that the former male became 
female and the former. female became 
male.Thus it appears that sex is deter- 
mined in the brain. 

That fact alone opens up an inter- 
esting: field for speculation. But the 
present comment has to do with an- 
other, matter. A representative of 
Johns Hopkins University, who wit- 
nessed the experiment, is quoted as 
suggesting that since the brain appears 
to possess such complete mastery of 
the body, and since sewing on a man’s 
head is not greatly different from 
sewing on a beetle’s head, exceptional 
human brains might be perpetuated 
by transferring the head of an elder- 
ly genius t@# the living body of another 
person, say, a criminal condemned to 
execution. 

It will probably be a long time be- 
fore any human genius is willing to 
take a chance either on having his own 


body cut off or a criminal’s body sewed- 


on, no matter ‘how carefully the stitch- 
es are taken. ;

‘Are not™a man’s brains part of his 
body, too, growing old with the rest? 
And will they not wear out, regardless 
of their sopra with fresh bodies?
